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SIM INESS PICKS O'BRIEN 
AS HIS SUCCESSOR IN 1956 
OLYMPIC GAME COMPETITION

Who will replace Sim Iness in the 1956 Olympic games? 
In the opinion of Iness himself, it will be Perry O’Brien, already 
a world champion and Olympic games winner as a shot putter, who 
will take over for the United States as a discus thrower, to fill the 
shoes left vacant by Innes, who won the 1952 Olympic games discus 
throw with a heave of 180 feet, six inches. 


Iness, now a member of the 
Porterville high school and college 
faculty, says of O’Brien, ‘I have 
talked to Perry and he figures he 
has gotten all he can out of the 


ishot put and he is concentrating 


on the discus. He beat world’s 
record holder, Fortune Gordien, in 
the West Coast Relays last year 
at Fresno with a_ tremendous 
heave of 184 feet. Actually, he 
could be a double winner, shot 
and discus, in this year’s Olympic 
games.”’ 

Iness also picks UCLA’s Rafer 


Johnson as another Olympic win- 
ner, in the decathlon. 


Big Sim, a towering giant at 
six-foot-six and one-half inches, 
and 275 pounds, after winning the 
’52 Olympic discus championship, 
came back a year later at the Na- 
tional Collegiate meet in Lincoln, 
Neb., to toss the platter 190 feet, 
seven-eighth inches, for a new 
world record, only to have this 
record broken a week later by an- 
other American great, Fortune 
Gordien, with a heave of 194 feet,

“The 190; ft. throw was the eas- 
jest throw I ever made,” says In- 
ess, ‘‘Everything went right and 
I just stood there and the discus 
kept going. I ‘thought it» would 
never stop. Perry O’Brien was 
standing at the world’s record 
mark and he had to back up to 
keep from being hit. He started 
jumping around and then J knew 
I had set a new world’s record.” 


Sim, who is rated as one of the 
all-time track greats from the 
University of Southern California, 
started making his mark in the 
discus world while at Tulare high 
school. At that time the high 
school discus was the same size 
and weight as used in college and 
Olympics competition. With this

discus Sim had a best throw of 154 
feet 6 inches which is three inches 
off the world’s high school record. 

After graduating from Tulare, 
Sim journeyed to Compton JC 
where he was a standout tackle on 
Compton’s 1948 football squad, 
which was led by Hugh McElhen- 
ny now of the San Francisco 
49’ers. Big Sim bulwarked the 
Tarter line in Compton’s 48-12 
defeat of favored Duluth, Minne- 
sota, in the Little Rose Bowl game 
of that year. 

An amusing incident during 
Innes’s discus career took place 
while he was carrying the colors 
of SC. The campus sports editor 
had beeh predicting a new world’s 
record for Iness at every track 
meet, and when Sim threw 182 ft. 
10 inches for a new Los Angeles 
Coliseum record, that still stands, 
the sports writer reported that 
Sim threw the discus “only’’ 182 
feet. 

Another painful but odd inci- 
dent was when Sim was hit in‘the 
mouth with a discus, causing the 
loss of three teeth. A week later 
he set his world’s record in Ne- 
braska, but Iness does not recom- 
mend a discus in the teeth as regu- 


lar training routine.

or mudhen depredation order, no 
word has been received from the 


- Portland headquarters of the Fed- 


eral Fish and Wildlife Service, 

It seems that with the flood 
conditions, crop depredation by 
these birds has not been quite as 
bad ‘as usual and field men have 
not reported cases on the asump- 
tion the order would be issued as 
it has the past two years. 

A little checking with the pow- 
ers that be indicates the Portland 
wildlife officials may be heard 
from one way or the other by the 
end of this week. We have every 
reason to believe including numer- 
ous cases of coot crop depredation 
that the order will be issued, if 
not state-wide, then for the San 
Joaquin valley.

Although rain and flood condi- 
tions have discouraged the angler, 
the valley weather has actually 
been rather warm and this isywhat 
it takes to bring out the black 
bass, catfish and other warm wa- 
ter species. Received a report last 
week from one friend who said he 
took a quick limit of nice bass 
from Millerton Lake so warm wa- 
ter fishing may be worth a try 
right about now. 

Anglers are reminded of the 
four lakes on the Los Banos Game 
Refuge which were closed to fish- 
ing for the duration of the duck 
season. While no official an- 
nouncemet has been made as to 
the lakes being reopened, we can 
see no reason why they should 
not now be available to the 
angler. These lakes provided ex- 
cellent fishing last fall and they 
are full of various species of fish 
including striped bass. A great 
many of the fish that were res- 
cued during the receding ‘waters 
on the west side were released in 
the Los Banos ponds. 


It begins to appear that our 
coastal steelhead and salmon fish- 
ing season will close the last of 
February without many fish’ being 
taken. About the time the streams 
and rivers start to clear up an- 
other rain storm comes along and 
roils up the water and ruins the 
fishing. 

Some catfish are being taken 
from Isabella lake in Kern county 
but no mention has been made 


about the trout fishing there which
